board late yesterday afternoon. 

Hearing’ on the petition was set for 9 o'clock 
this morning, 

The petition was filed by Mayer, Myer, 
Austrian & Platt, counsel for the executive 
committee of the United Societies, and cites 
that of 74,026 signatures on the dry peti- 
tion only 88,507 are duly registered voters: 
‘that. 82,126 are not duly registered voters; 
that there are fictitious. signatures to the 
number of 2,198 and 1,200 duplications, mak- 
ing a total of faulty signatures to the num- 
ber of 35,519. The number required by law 
to make the petition legal is 65,511. 


Charge Law Is Ignored. 
It also ig charged that flagrant and gross 


‘violations of the state law have been com- 


mitted in signing and obtaining signatures 
and in certifyipg the names and urges the 
election commissioners to investigate the 
matter and present their findings to the 
state's attorney for criminal prosecution. 

Together: with the petition are presented 
tables showing the numbers of nonregistered 
voters by wards and precincts and exhibits 
containing every signature listed by wards 
and precincts, the address, the page of the 
petition on which the name can be found ana 
whether or not the name is on the list of reg- 
istered voters of March; 1900. 

It is the contention of attorneys for the 
United Societies that the fact that the name 
is not found on the registration list will be 
sufficient evidence of illegal signature and 
that it will not be necessary to summon the 
signer before the commission. According to 
their plans the names can be checked off at 


the rate of ‘several hundred an hour and the 
entire petition gone over within a few days.

AGREES WITH BIBLE STORY. 


Contents Differ with Those of Two 
Nineveh Versions. 


Prof. Herman v. Hilprecht of the department 
of archmology of the University of Pennsy!- 
vania has found among the tablets from the 
“Temple brary” of Nippur 4 remarkable 
fragment containing @ portion of the “ Baby- 
lonian deluge story,” this being the oldest 
extant reference to that event in writing, 
antedating the bible narrative of the deluge 
by at least 1,000 years. 

translated by Prof. Hilprecht the nar- 
rative contained on the tablet ip as follows: 

(I declare unto) thee that confines of heaven 
T will. loosen, a deluge I will make, and it ahall 
Sweep away all men together; but thou (the 
Babylonian Noah) seck life before the deluge 
cometh forth; for to all living beings, as many as 
there are I will bring overthrow, destraction, 
Build a great ship and 
total height shal) be its structure. It 
shall be a houseboat carrying what has been 
saved of life. . . With a streng deck cover 
it. The ship which thou shalt make, into it 
bring the beasts of the field, the birds of heaven, 
and the creeping things, two of everything in- 
stead of d saumber . .-. and the family. 


Describes Finding of Tablet. 

The first announcement of his discovery 
was made by Prof. Hilprecht, at the Acorn 
club tonight, when he gave a full account of 
the tablet and its translation and its bearing 
on the other known cuneiform and other in- 
scriptions referring to the deluge. 

Prof. Hilprecht told/his auditors that, while 
engaged in examining the contents of two 
boxes of cuneiform tablets from the fourth 
expedition to Nippur, his attention was at- 
tracted by some fragments which were not 
written in Sumerian, the ancient sacred 
language of Babylonia, but in the Semitic 
dialect of the country or the Akkadian lan- 


guage. 


There were twenty-seven of those freg- 
ments, but out of a total of 460, and all came 
‘from that portion of the ruins at Nippur 
which Prof. Hilprecht believes contained the 
temple, library, schools, and archives of the 
older period of Nippur. Dr. Hilprecht said 
that when the fragment containing the 
deluge story was first taken out of its paper 
wrapper, only a few cuneiform characters 
could be recognized, but one of these words, 
Adbudxbi, deluge,“ attracted his attention 
and he devoted his time for weeks to clearing 
the tablet. 

Antedates Story of Moses.

In order to understand the unique value 
of this tablet, it is important to know some- 
thing of the corresponding passages from the 
known fragments of the cuneiform deluge 
story arid from the biblical narrative. There 
are three of the cuneiform fragments, two 
versions from the Nineveh, dating from about 
650 B. C., and an early Babylonian fragment 
in J. Pierpont -Morgan’s collection. 

A comparison of these and of the biblical 
passages with the newly discovered Nippur 
version has brought out the significant fact 
that the Nippur version differs fundamental- 
ly from the two Nineveh versions and agrees 
most remarkably with the biblical story in 
every essential detail, both as to contents 
and language. 


Bears Upon “Priestly Code.“ 

Moreover, Pro. Hilprecht observed in par- 
ticular that this agreement affects that part 
of the Pentateuch (Genesis vi., 13-20, vii., 11), 
which Old Testament critics style the 
“Priestly code, and which is generally re- 
garded as having been compiled in Baby- 
lonia about 500 B. C. He thinks that the 
deluge story of the Old Testament must form 
part of the oldest traditions of Israel, and 
that it must have entered Canaan et the time 
when Abraham left his home on the Eu- 
phrates and moved westward. 

The Nippur fragment is of unbaked clay 
and measures two and three-quarters inches 
at ite greatest width, two and five-ceignths 
inches at its greatest length, and is seven- 
eighths of an inch thick. It is dark brown in 
color, and was originally inscribed on two 


+ sides. In its complete form Prof. Hliprecht 


said the tablet must have been about 7x10 
inches and contained from 130 to 136 lines.

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special )— 
After a mighty struggle lasting for twenty- 
six hours, in which he vainly summoned to 
his aid all the tremendous resources of his 
power, Speaker Cannon tonight is seeking 
peace in a compromise. 

The insurgents have signified that they are 
willing to try to work out an agreement with 
the regulars on the questiom of the new rules 
committee which the sensational struggle 
has assured. If negotiations fail the fight 
will go on. 

The opposing leaders drew off their forces 
late thie afternoon and tonight there is a 
lull in the legislative battle, which is being 
devoted partly to peace negotiations and 


partly to sleep. 


Friends Admit Cannon’s Defeat. 

Some of the speaker's closest friends admit 
that he, while not “ knocked out. is a beaten 
man. They are willing, yes anxious, to throw 
up the sponge, but the old warrior from Dli- 
nois thinks he still has a chance. 
These friends also have asked him to step 
aside in order to save the Republican party 
from further eee To all such ap- 


willing to accept an énlarged and eléctive 
committee, but not what he regards as the 
personal humiliation of being deposed from 
representation on that body. 

“Tf I agreed to get off the committee I 
would lose no less than I would if I should be 
beaten in a fight on this proposition on the 
floor of the house, he told one of his acvie- 
ers tonight. ‘If I must get off the commit- 
tee I prefer to fight i out. 


Hope for Reinforcements. 

The reguiars hope the situation may be 
altered tomorrow by the return of numerous 
members—several of them from Illinois but 
the fact that numbers of these are paired ”’ 
makes the expected arrival of reinforcements 
less important.

The speaker him- 
self persists in his refusal to be left on the 
committee. 


Insurgents Masters of Field, 

The insurgents are clearly: masters of the 
field, however, and if they unitedly insiat on 
putting the apeaker off the committee they 
are likely, in conjunction with the Demo- 
crats, to be able to work their will. The 
regulars realise thie and already have sug- 
gested a further concession they are willing 
to make even on this disputed point. 

If the insurgents will withdraw their de- 
mands formally to throw the speaker off the 
committee the regulars are willing to enter 
into a gentlemen's agreement to the effect 
that Uncle Joe shall not be elected to that 
body when the new committee is formed. 
This in the face of Cannon's own stubborn 
contention that he shall not be eliminated.

TAFT SEEKS TARIFF. PEACE. 


President Invites Canadian Officials to 
_ Confer with Him Upon Rates 
Between Countries. 


Rochester, N. T., March 18.—Akhough the 
situation seems all but hopeless, President 
Taft hae not given up the idea of averting a 
tariff war with Canade. He has invited to 
meet him in Albany. either tomorrow or on 
Sunday, W. 8. Fielding, the Canadian min- 
ister of finance. Henry M. Hoyt, counselor 
of the state department, and Charles M. 
Pepper, tariff expert of the department of 
commerce and labor, will come on from 
Washington to be present at the conference. 

President Taft at first invited Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the Canadian premier, to the con- 
ference, but the latter was unable to come. 
Thus far Canada has shown a disposition to 
“stand pat that has all but put an end to 
any further negotiations. The president is 
making a last effort, however, to reach ap 
agreement with the dominion government. 


Great Britain’s Treaties Cause. 

The dispute with Canada grows out of the 
fact that Canada négotiated a treaty with 
France whereby that Country was given a re- 
duction of from 2% to 5 per cent over other 
countries. Through Great Britain's fa- 
vored nations’ treaties, however, this pref- 
erential treatment given by Canada to France 
was automatically extended to thirteen other 
countries. This, in effect, left the United 
States ae the principal country affected by 
the higher rates. 

President Taft announced tonight that a 
complete agreement had been reached with 
France on all tariff differences and that at

STORY OF THE STRUGGLE.

“Washington, D. C, March 18—At 4:48 
o’clock tonight the house ot representatives 
adjourned until noon tomorrow after one 
of the greatest parHamentary struggles in 
ite history. The result is nothing more nor 
less than a drawn battle. When the final 
roll cal} came 164 Republicans voted to post- 
pone further action on the Norris amendment 
until tomorrow and 150 Democrats and in- 

surgent Republicans voted to continue. 
With the regular Republicans voted four- 
teen of the insurgent following of Norris of 
Nebraska, who left him and sided with the 
majority for a postponement. The result, 
they said, conveyed no significance and did 
not mean they had deserted the insurgent 


cause. 

The lull in the long battle came with ap- 
parent welcome to both sides, although there 
was not a cheer of victory from either. When 
the speaker put thé motion to adjourn a gen- 
eral chorus of yeas came from the Repub- 
lican side. The Democrats made no protest, 
and there was no answer to the call for the 
nays. 

Members File Out Wearily. 


The house, for the first time in the present 
session, had almost its full membership on the 
floor. When the speaker's gavel fell the 
members rose Wearily from their seats and 
filed out through the littered aisles, and in 
five minutes the scene of the record breaking 
endurance struggle was cleared of its 400 
principals, the galleries were emptied of the 
hundreds of spectators who have occupied 
them constantly for nearly thirty hours, and 
only @ score or so of janitors moved about 
cleaning up the evidences of the fray. 

No such scenes have been witnessed in a 
congress in recent years. The performance 
embraced every element, from the serio- 
tragic effort to wrest from the speaker the 
chief source of his power, to the songs, jokes, 
and jests that the members bandied during 
the long hours of vigil.

NEGOTIATE THROUGH CONSUL 


Officers Believe Victim Killed by Man 
Who Wanted His Wife. 


Codperation of the Italian government in 
solving the murder of Carmelo Capris has 
been asked by Inspector Revere of the Chi- 
cago avenue police station through the local 
consul. This move was decided upon when 
it was learned yesterday that the motive for 
the slaying of Capris may have been an 
imbroglio at Palermo, Sicily, last December. 

An Italian Who said he was the only friend 
Capris had in Chicago went to the police 
station yesterday afternoon and told the in- 
Spector a story of the dead man's marital 
troubles, which, he said, he thought supplied 
the motive forthe murder. For fear of losing 
his own life he asked that his name be kept 
secret. , 

Five or six years ago Capris married a 
Sicilian woman of a higher class than him- 
self,“ said the friend. He represented to 
her that he was the possessor of 1,400 scudo, 
Italian coins each equivalent to 9 cents 
American money. Instead he only had 400 
scudo. She never forgave him for the de- 
ception. Capris left Palermo and came to 
this country. determined on making a fortune 
and bringing his wife over here. Two years 
ago he sent money to her to join him in New 
York. He told her in a letter that he was 
rich. 

“She kept the money, but did not come, 
but wrote to him and said she needed the 
money for other purposes. She asked him to 
send her more money for her passage. In- 
stead he sent her a steamship ticket. Still 
she did not come and last November he re- 
turned to Italy and insisted on her return- 
ing to America with him. His wife told him 
she loved another man. What happened 
after that he never told me, except that he 
left Italy suddenly on Dec. 14. 

„He was in New York but a short while 
and then went to Kansas City. From Kan- 
sas City he came to Chicago.“ 

Capris’ murderer, it is hinted, may have 
been the same man who killed Charles E. 
Wiltshire, the Halsted street glove manu- 
facturer. All of the cuts found on Wilt- 
shire’s body were on his face, neck, and 
upper part of his body. The cuts on Capria 
were in about the same location.

Hired Chauffeur Admits He Was 
Going Rapidly Because of 
Instructions,

collision of an automobile and a taxicab at 
Jackson boulevard and Loomis street.

Act of Policeman Praised.

He told the police he had started from his 
residence five minutes before the accident 
occurred and was driving ten miles an hour.

Schwartz admitted he had been driving fast 
because he had been told to hurry with the 
‘patient to the hospital.

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TASKS QUARANTINE FOR CRIME 


Professor Would Use Same Meth- 
ods as with Disease. 


TALKS TO PHYSICIANS’. CLUB. 


Judge A. C, Barnes Speaks on Legal 
Side of Case. 


Social quarantine for persons of 33 
tendencies in the same manner that quaran- 


tine is established for contagious diseases 


was advocated by Dr. Adolph Meyer, profese- 
or in Johns Hopkins university. in an address 
before the Physicians’ Club of Chicago at the 
University club last night. The general topic 
of discussion was “ The Medical and Legal 
Aspecta of Criminal Insanity and Border 
Line Cases.” Other speakers were Judge Al- 
bert C. Barnes and Prof. Edwin R. Keedy of 
Northwestern university. 

“ Social quarantine and the prevention of 
propagation is as important in the case of 
the criminally insane as is quarantine for 
smallpox or any other contagious disease,” 
declared Dr. Meyer. Crime not only must be 
corrected by punishment, but we must go a 
step further in a preventive way. We must 
correct criminal intention or criminal ten- 
dencies. 


Admits Some Medical Blunders. 

Medical jurisprudence has made many 
blunders, sentimental blunders due to the 
reluctance in certain cases to execute the 
criminal. 

“What we should have is certain colonies 
for persons of certain criminal or insane 
tendencies. No actual or real irresponsi- 
bility is in the insane. The law must give 
us more clearly what it wants, and it must 
recognize the necessity of prevention. A 
pure, simple statement of facts, instances of 
queer or non-normel actions, is more con- 
vincing to judge and jury than a long dis- 
seftation or explanation in difficult phrases.” 


Judge Barnes on Legal Side. 

Judge Barnes spoke on the legal aspects 
of criminal insanity. 

„I know less about insanity now than I 
did before,” he said after following Dr. 
Meyer's address. It may bea theory with 
criminologists and physiciana, that there is 
no such thing as irresponsibility, as Dr. 
Meyer has held. But that is the very problem 
of the law in the case of the criminally in- 
sane, 

“The first great question when the plea 
of insanity is made is how far the criminal 
was insane, how far irresponsible at the 


time the act was committed. That is Why, 


the jury is an absolute necessity, and that 
is why no jury of physicians could try such 
a case.“ 

Prof. Keedy spoke of the legal tests for 
criminal responsibility, and the meeting 
closed with a discussion of the topic led by 
Attorney W. 8. Forrest and George A. Tellar.

LOSES IN 


Succeeds in Suicide in Park Aft- 
er Vain Attempt. 


BOY HEARS FATE BY PHONE. 


* 
Mother Tells of Despondeney After 
Son's Talk with Clara.“ 


Love for a north side telephone operator 
unknown to his parents, but whose Christian 
name was Clara —a sentiment which evi- 
dently was not returned—is declared respon- 
sible for the suicide at noon yesterday of 
George H. Howard Jr. | 

Twelve hours after an unsuccessful attempt 
to shoot himself while standing in front of 
Bush temple the young man swallowed car- 
‘bolic acid and collapsed at the entrance of 
the Academy of Sciences in Lincoln park. 
Howard died a short time later at the Ger- 
man hospital, where he had been taken by 
the park police. 

Mrs. George H. Howard Sr. of 344 West 
Twenty-ninth place stated in the evening 
that her son talked to the girl over the tele- 
phone Thursday afternoon and seemed de- 
spondent at the answer he received. 

He would not tell his mother of his trouble. 
When she stepped into the hallway where 
the telephone was located he hurriedly hung 
up the receiver and said: 

“You needn’t hear what I am talking 
about, mother; it does not concern you.” 


Bystander Saves Life. 

Howard's first attempt to end his life, 
shortly after midnight was rendered unsuc- 
cessful by W. S. Josephson, 1031 Dearborn 
avenue, who seized his revolver and took 
the youth to the East Chicago avenue police 
station. He admitted at the station that he 
had tried to kill himself and said that a 
woman was responsible for his despondency. 

The police found that all the cartridges 
had deen dented by the firing pin and the 
revolver was defective. 

Howard was sent to the residence of his 
parents on the south side in charge of Officer 
Shea, after: promising not to make a second 
attempt, arriving there after 1 o’clock in the 
morning, according to his parents, 

The young man did not get up at the usual 
time when called by his mother. Saying that 
he felt bad, he remained in bed until 10 
o’clock, when he started away from home 
without waiting for his breakfast. 

Three hours later Mrs. Howard received a, 
telephone message from the Chicago avenue 
police that her son had died in the German 
hospital. 

In his pockets was found the card, 
“George H. Howard, 344 West Twenty- 
ninth place; assistant superintendent of the 
John Hancock Mutual Insurance company,” 
by which he was identified. 


Mails Policy to Undertaker. 

Besides the tive that inspired the act, 
additional mystery was given to the case by 
the fact that Howard on Thursday willed his 
insurance policy and instructions in a spe- 
‘cial delivery letter to B. E. Arntzen, an un- 
dertaker at 810 North Clark street, two hours 
before he made the first attempt to kill him- 
self, giving directions for his funeral. 

The letter stated that he did not wish to 
have his body taken to his home; that the 
services should be at the Arntzen chapel and 
the interment at Graceland cemetery. 

“You have everything here and there can- 
not be any trouble,“ was the explanation for 
holding the services at the chapel. 

O, I know it was on account of a girl,“ 
moaned Mra. Howard, between sobs, in the 
evening. George, George, if you would 
only come back! 

Later it was learned that the young woman 
was in a condition bordering on nervous pros- 
tration on account of remorse at her part in 
the affair. Mrs. Howard said the young 
woman's name was Clara and she lives in 
Lincoln avenue, but she does not know her 
last name nor her address.

RIVER TRIP 150 MILES LONG. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

WADI-HALFA, Egyptian Sudan, March 
18.—Col. Theodore Roosevelt and bis family 
arrived here thie evening from Khartum 
and boarded the steamer Ibis for Shellal, 
which lies some 150 miles down the Nile, at 
the head of the first cataract, close to the 
great Assouan reserve dam and adjacent to 
Phile, where are the temples of Isis and 
other works of ancient Egyptians. 

The journey today over the government 
railroad was a pleasant one despite the in- 
vasion of the private car by sand from the 
desert. All the members of the party are 
well. ; 

Mr. Roosevelt spent a busy day in writing, 
arranging the final details.of hie European 
tour, and discussing Egyptian and Sudanese 
questions with Sir William Garstine, who had 


much to do with the planning of the Assouan . 
dam, 
Throughout the day the train traversed the 


dreary desert, with only here and there oc- 
casional hills to break the monotony of the 
sandy waste. Several times beautiful 
mirages appeared in the distance. Col. 
Roosevelt and the members of his family 
were greatly interested in these phenomena. 
A glorious sunset terminated the almost in- 
cidentless day. 


European Itinerary Fixed. 

Col. Roosevelt’s European itinerary has 
been definitely determined upon with as much 
exactness of detail ag it is possible to make 
in advance and was first announced today. 
The former president will arrive in Rome on 
April 3, in Paris April 21, in Berlin May 8, and 
in London on the following 165th or 17th. 


In several instances Col. Roosevelt will ar- 
rive at one city on the same day that he lea ves 


another, but counting each portion of the day 
as a whole day it may be said that he will 
spend a 
days in Rome, three days each at Genoa, 
Vienna, and Budapest; two days at Brussels, 
The Hague, and Christiania, and a day at 
Rotterdam, Hamburg, Copenhagen, and 
Stockholm. 
Following the arrival of the Ibis at 
Shellal a visit will be made to Assouan and 
Luxor. At the latter place a train on the 
Sudan government railway will be taken for 
Cairo, where the party is due on Thursday. 
As already announced, the Roosevelts will 


sail from Alexandria on the steamer Prinz 


Heinrich March 30 for Naples, where the 
steamer is due on April 2. Early on the fol- 
lowing morning the Americans will proceed 
to Rome, where they will remain until 
March 6, when they will go to Spezia fora 
day’s stay. 

Leisurely Trip in Riviera. 

The 8th and 9th will be occupied in a leisure- 
ly trip over the fifty miles from Spezia to 
Genoa, which will take the tourists along the 
beautiful Riviera. 

After three days at Genoa the party will 
proceed to Vienna, arriving there on the 
15th. The Austrian capital will be left on the 
17th and two days given over to a visit to 
Budapest, the Hungarian capital. On April 
20 the Oriental express will be taken for 
Paris. The program provides for a visit to 
Brussels on the 28th and Col. Roosevelt may 
remain over one day before proceeding to 
The Hague. in which case he will remain at 
the home of the peace tribunal! until May 1. 

On the latter day an hour’s stop will be 
made at Rotterdam and Hamburg will re- 
ceive a flying visit on the day following. 

Copenhagen should be reached late in the 
afternoon of May 2, the departure for 
Christiana being made that night. The stay 
at the Norwegian capital is in doubt, but 
probably will be from the 3d to the 6th, per- 
mitting arrival at Stockholm in the evening 
of the latter date. Col. Roosevelt will re- 
turn to Christiana in time to sail on the 8th 
for Germany and he is due in Berlin on 
the 9th. 

The date of his departure from the Ger- 
man capital is in doubt, but he expects to 
leave there on the 15th, arriving in London on 
the following day, though it 1s possible his

We proceed on the assumption of the greatest 
individual freedom and liberty, but are obliged 
to hedge individual liberty about with numerous 
restrictions, because the individual abuses his 
liberty to the detriment of the community and 
his fellow mien. 

We ‘not only have more rules for playing the 
game of life, but we have more violations of 
these rules than does the Bulgarian. With him 
public sentiment, 1. e., the sentiment of the 
community in which. he lives, is a meuh more 


potent factor in the way of restraint than it 


is with us. This does not imply that the Bul- 
garian is a more law abiding animal than we 
are, but he is less a ae breaker because he 
has fewer laws.. 


No Criminal Class, 
‘Some of these differences _ be aloo gee 
by specific examples. Take t 
gory of crime. To start with, — ——.— al class 
exists in this soctety, because society is 1 
and compact enough to prevent such a class 
from getting @ start. They have not even pro- 
point where conditions make it 

possible for an individual to gain à livelihood 
habitually through crime.

Children Uniform in Bulgaria. 

We assume that the child should be educated. 
We make compulsory laws for the education of 
children and other laws which punish those 
who, in their desire to promote’ their individual 
material welfare, break these laws by employ- 
ing child labor. The uniformity of the condi- 
tion, mental and material, of children in Bul- 

peasant communities, is much greater 
than in American communities.

which 6tinguish Bulgarian culture from 
Ameri One is undoubtedly higher than the 
ot In one innumerable elements having to 
do th the welfare of the society and of the 
vidual have been thought about and regula- 
ons have been made which will improve such 
conditions; in the other society affairs are gov- 


erned by tradition, and the condition which ex- 


ists is one Of long growth with little change. 

The fact that we break laws, that our society 
tolerates a class which habitually breaks laws, 
that the success of the individual who breaks 
laws may be so great as to enable him to retain’ 
his position in society, does not mean that our 
culture is inferior to that of the Bulgarian. 
This is part of the price we pay for our com- 
plex and undoubtedly higher culture. 


Different Conceptions of Wealth. 


That we pay too great a price, a price greater 
than we should, there is no doubt. The price 
which we afe willing to and actually do pay is 
because our conception of success is wealth. 
One who has wealth has succeeded. The. fact 
that he has succeeded overbalances the methods 
by which success has been achieved. The suc- 
cess of the individual in Bulgarian peasant 
communities, a success which has been gained 
at the expense of his neighbors, through viola- 
tion of custom and tradition, is not possible. 
For it would break up the efficiency of-the com- 
munity. Individuals do not attempt to achieve 
success in this way. The position of the 
gessor of Wealth thus achieved is not rated igh 
enough in the community to warrant any oné, 
attempting it, consequently no one thinks 
about it. 

The difference between a Bulgarian and 
American is the difference between a man

quently does not violate them, and one living in 
a community with varied, complex laws, writ- 


ten and unwritten, which he believes he should

David R. ‘Francis, ‘secretary of the interior 
during Cleveland's second term, told how:

Cleveland 
was the t of national conserva- 
tion. said Mr. Francis, and the last official 
act of his career had been in its behalf. 


Francis. Describes. Last Meeting. 

Mr. Francis described how the president 
‘summoned his last cabinet meeting and sat 
rapidly signing bills as they came to him 
from congress. Among them was the sundry - 
civil service binn. Mr. Cleveland asked each 
cabinet officer if the ‘requisite appropriation 
‘for his department had been made. 
„I. answered,” sad Mr. Francis, that 
though a factory appropriation’ had 
been made in amount, a portion ot it was 
available only on condition that the presi- 
dent’s proclamation of Feb. 22. establishing 
a forest reserve of. 22,000,000 acres, be set 
aside. That action of itself was sufficient to 
necessitate an extra session of congress. It 
may, therefore, be said that President Cleve- 
land's last official act was for the conserva- 
tion of our national resources.“ 


Olney Praise to Cleveland. 

Many eulogies of Mr. Cleveland were spok- 
en and read.  Richatd Olney wrote: 

I regard Mr. Cleveland as the model of 
an American constitutional president. There 
have been presidents Who were party lead - 
ers before entering upon the presidency, and 
who remained party leaders afterwards. Mr. 
Cleveland bélonged t6 a different class. He 
is one of those whose leadership ended. when 
his administration began. From that mo-

King Charles Albert. of Sardinia was not only in 
straitened circumstances, but likewise subjected to such 
atrict control and supervision by his ministers that he 
was unable to contribute anything himself. He in- 
duced his crony, the Marquis Fabio Pallavicini, to sub- 
scribe in his stead to the project of the duchess, 

The marquis, who was 4 rich man, and who after- 
wards was Sardinian ambassador to the courts of Na- 
ples; Vienna, and St. Petersburg, furnished about $2,000,- 
000, receiving a written guarantee from King Charles 
Albert that he and his heirs would be responsibie for 
the entire amount to the house af Pallavicinj in the 
event of failure on the part of the duchess de Berry or 
of hér son, who died at comte de Chambord, to settle the 
debt. 

— 

It may de recalled that the venture of the duchess 
resulted in ignominious faflure, for, after having ef- 
fected a. landing in the west of France, and induced 
the Breton nobles and peasantry of the district to rise 
against King Louis Phillippe in behalf of her son's 
cause, she allowed herself to be betrayed into the hands 
of the French government by a scoundrel named Deutz, 
in whom she foolishly had confided as her setretary, and. 
then, to make matters worse, she gave birth while in 
prison to a son, of whom her Neapolitan chamberlain, 
the Marquis Lucchesi Pali; was the per. This 
wrecked the entire scheme. 

The duchess’ followers abandoned her cause, and she 
was from that time boycotted by all her royal relgtives 
and sympathizers, for having sacrificed the prospects 
of her royal son to an affairé de cur. 

King hartes Albert made no attempt to pay the 
Marquis Fabio Pallavicini, nor did the duchess, who did 
not have the money to do so, On the death of the 
marquis in 1872 his heire applied to King Charles Al- 
bert's son, the late King Victor Emmanuel, for the 
money. But the Re Galant "Uomo, who always was in 
financial difficulties, declined to acknowledge any re- 
sponsibility in the matter ‘without written proofs of 
the fact that his father had promised to stand for the 


amount. 

The heirs of the marquis hunted high and low for 
the written promise of Charles Albert, but without suc- 
cess, and Victor Emmanuel, convinced the documents 
had béen lost for good and all, was rash enough to 
renew his father’s promise to pay the debt if the pa- 
pers could be found. 

They came to light in the most unexpected fashion 
about three years ago, in the pockets of the leather 
upholstery of an old Berlin or traveling coach, which 
for more than sixty years had beeen moldering unused 
in the most remote corner of the coach house of one of 
the Pallavicini chateaux in northern Italy. With them 
was documentary evidence of the financial participation 
of Metternich, of Czar Nicholas, and of King Frederick 
William III. of Prussia in the venfure of the duchess. 
On the production of these papers the present king of 
Italy, more as a matter of honor than as 4 legal obli- 
gation, paid over in installments 4 large sum of money 
to the heirs of the Marquis Fabio Pallavicini, in settle- 
ment of the debt, the thing being done as quietly as 
possible, owing to his reluctance to make à public ad- 
mission of the fact that his predecessor on the throne 
had been implicated, financially or otherwise, in a plot 
having for its object the overthrow of a sovereign and 
government of a friendly and neighboring country.

The Pallavicinis of today are established partly in 
Italy, partly in Austria and Hungary, and partly, too, 
in Bavaria. Thus, the uncle of Margrave George Palia- 
vicini, now here to attend Count Sigray’s wedding, 16 
the Marquis John Pallavicini who married an Englien- 
women, Miss Georgina Crowe, and is Austro-Hungarian 
ambassador at Constantinople.

NEW YORK, March 18.—[Special. ]—Prob- 
ably the composure with which money and 
foreign exchange markets have regarded the 
advance in the discount rate of the Bank 
of England played a part in the renewal of 
strength in the stock market, where prices 
today made further substantial progress 
toward higher levels. 

Current speculation in securities on the 
stock exchange is largely professional, but 
the success of the traders engaged in it de- 
pends upon the.right interpretation of devel- 
opments, so that their favorable view of 
the reception of the English bank's step by 
the local money market is not without in- 
terest. 


Strength in Leading Shares. 

It was not surprising under the circum- 
stances to find maximum advances in the 
securities Hst confined to issues which havea 
relatively narrow market and thus are re- 
sponsive to anything Mke active bidding. At 
the same time, so far as today’s trading was 
concerned, substantial strength was shown 
by a number of leading shares, including 
Union Pacific, United States Steel, Reading, 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and Norfolk and 
Western. 

From the crop country the day’s reports 
were conflicting; one of the leading grain 
journals ventured the opinion that unless 
plentiful rains visited many sections of the 
winter wheat territory, material impairment 
must follow.
